Proceedings of the Second Session of the Fifth 
. Parliament. 

THIRTYtHHCOND day. 

Tin'ttsi'AY, March 22. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2:10 
o'clock. | 

Prayers were offered by the Rev. Mr. 
McLeod. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said in a newspaper 
published on the mainland, known as the 
Vancouver .News Advertiser, there was a 
dare heading, "Uunsmuir slanders the 
the Knights of Labor and Coal Miners 
in his remarks." He slandered no one 
when he stated that the agitation was 
gotten up by tho Knights of Labor, un- 
less truth was slander. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Orr presented a petition from in- 
habitants of Stave river and neighborhood. 

Tho petition from residents of Grand 
Prairie was declared out of order, as it 
asked for a bum to bo placed on the 
estimates. 

The petition from Samuel Greer, ask- 
ing for a private bill without introducing 
it with the usual formality, was roooived 
and referred to tho committee on stand- 
ing orders. 

The petition of A. Farwell and others 
holding crown grants of land from the 
province stated that they had held the 
lands cited till 5th November, 1887, when 
their possession was disputed by the 
attorney-general for Canada, and before 
the supreme court of Canada tho ease was 
decided against them, Mr. Justice Ritchie 
dissenting. In Yale district certain 
residents had acquired crown grants for 
lands in the railway bolt after that date, 
which had not been disputed. The 
petitioners therefore prayed that tho 
legislature would take note of their posi- 
tion and aid them in securing peaceable 
possession of their lands. They felt sure 
that an appeal to the privy council would 
result in a reversal of the decision of the 
supreme court of Canada. 

Col. baker moved that tho report be 
received and printed. 

| Mr. Heaven said he could not see what 
redress they could expect from the house. 
Me know for a fact that at tho time the 
then Chief Commissioner gave crown 
grants for some of tho lands in question, 
they were undor reserve on the Kootenay 
bill. He could not see how the house 
could otl'er any redress, though there was 
no doubt it was bard on individuals. 

Col. Bakersaid the petition wassimplyfor 
the purpose of bringing the matter before 
the house. A resolution would be intro- 
duced afterwards with reference to the 
matter. 

Mr. Beaven said the land claimed by 
by tho petitioners was reserved at the 
time by the Kootonay bill, and if not it 
was reserved under the twenty mile grant 
for railway purposes, 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the Kootenay Act 
did not include the land claimed. But it 
was a more serious question whether it 
was not reserved in the railway belt. 
One judge of tho supreme court had 
decided that was not, hut this de- 
cision had been reversed by the 
supreme court. The petitioners now 
desired , that the matter be. brought 
before the privy council of England for a 
final decision. Until tho resolution came 
before tho house he would defer full dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Semlin asked that the resolution 
he deferred until the papers relating to 
the claim of (ieo. Murdoch wore brought 
down, as he thought the latter claimed a 
portion of the land referred to. 

Col. Baker consented ami the report 
was received ami ordered to be printed. 

A long petition was read from Henry 
Hunter, of Huuterville, seven miles be- 
low Hope, which claimed that the land he 
had paid taxes oil for 21 years had been 
cut down to SO acres from ItiO acres, and 
asked that steps bo taken to secure to 
him the land he had improved and oc- 
cupied during that time. Tho petition 
also sot forth that the widow of Andrew 
Lorenzetto, who had occupied and 
paid taxes on one hundred and sixty 
acres for twenty years, was also injured 
in a similar manner, hur land cut down to 
eighty acres, mid the lands and works de- 
partment had refused to give her a crown 
grant until certain in nios other than that 
for purchase was paid, It was trusted 
that tho legislat ure would take into con- 
sideration the hardship of the case, and 
take action and secure redress. 

Petition received and ordered to bo 
printed.

Col. Baker presented a report from the 
committee on standing orders recom- 
mending that Victoria city be permitted 
to petition for a private bill.

After some discussion on the proper 
way for tho report to bo brought hi, where 
tho chairman dissented, it was decided 
that he could sign stating his dissent. 

Mr. Martin, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, thought the latter had. exceeded 
its powers and Mr. Speaker would de- 
clare their report out of order. While 
not differing from the conclusions arrived 
at by the committee, he had prepared a 
minority report .vliieh he thought was in 
order. 

Tho majority and minority reports were 
read. 

Mr. Speaker said that both reports had 
omitted one of the most important points 
instructed by tho resolution. The re- 
ports did not state what persons, having 
made substantial improvements, had been 
refused permission to purchase their lots.

Mr. Duck presented the petition for a 
private bill from the city of Victoria. 

LICENSE ACT. 

Mr. Speaker read a inossuge from his 
honor the lieutenant-governor, consenting 
to the introduction of an act to amend 
tho license act. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved, seconded by 
Mr. John — That this house do imme- 
diately resolve itself into a committee of 
the whole to consider the desirableness of 
reporting to the house "an act respecting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, and the 
issue of licenses therefor." 

Carried. 

House wont into committee, Mr. Fry 
in tho chair. 

On tho motion being put, 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that lie intended 
opposing the bill as ho did not think a 
measure, that was probably taken from 
one in operation in a thickly populated 
province, was workable in a sparsely 
populated province such as British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Beaven was surprised to see the 
acting attorney-general opposing a bill 
introduced by his chief. It had the 
sanction of the house and it was a peculiar 
course to pursue. 

Hon. Mr. Robson .vas astonished that 
hon. gentleman opposed the bill at tho 
present stage. Opposition to tho measure 
should in justice ho deferred until itcamo 
up for a Bccond reading. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought opposi- 
tion to tho bill at its present stage was a 
back-handed slap at his houqp the lieu- 
tonant-govornor. In common justice it 
should bo allowed to come up for a second 
roading and beaten on its merits. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if it was an incor- 
rect course to oppose it now he would 
waive objection. 

Mr. Besvon said the course pursued by 
tho acting attorney-general was not in- 
correct. Ho could discuss tho bill now if 
ho so dosired. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said as a mere mat- 
tor of courtesy the bill should bo allowed 
to come to a socond roading and then bo 
discussed on its morils. It was the usual 
course and should be followed. 

The bill was reported to the house, road 



Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved, seconded 
by Mr. Me Loose, that a select committee 
be appointed to inquire into tho manner 
in which the seizure and arrost of the 
British steamer Teaser and her crew was 
effected at Fort Tongas, Alaska Territory, 
in November, 1885, by certain persons 
from British Columbia; also tho names of 
such persons and their connection, if any, 
with tho crown, and the connection, if 
any, of the said seizure and arrost with 
the allegeu luuluer of Henry Moore and 
others on tho schooner Sea Bird, in Juno, 
1880; with power to call for persons and 
papers, and report to this houso. 

The hou. mover said he introduced the 
resolution to gather more light in respect 
to the seizure of the boat. He know noth- 
ing whatever about the matter, but he 
understood that the seizure of the Teaser 
was a forerunner of the murder of Henry 
Moore and others on the Sea Bird. Some 
of tho Indians who wens employed to do- 
tain tho former were said to be concerned 
in the murder. A party had been fitted 
out armed with repeating rifles and other 
weapons, and proceeded to Fort Tongas, 
Alaska, where they boarded the Teaser, 
placed tho captain and owner and crew 
under arrest and brought tho Teaser to 
Victoria, on a warrant charging piracy. 
An international crime had been commit- 
ted, and yet no action had been taken by 
either party. Some of tho owners of the 
Teaser had sent this armed party 
to arrest the Teaser which had 
gone H on a legitimate voyage, and 
committed this act of piracy, which led up 
to tho murder of the crew of the Seabird; 
and more, the plunder secured from 
this murder was used by these Indians as 
a foo to retain certain lawyers for their 
defence. (Ho would suggest that the com- 
mute consist of Messrs. McLeese, Sem- 
lin, Fiy, Anderson and the mover. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that there would 
be no objection to the resolution. It was 
desirable after the wild statements of the 
lion, introducer that an inquiry should bo 
made in order to prove that thoso state- 
ments were wildly inaccurate, and he 
thought that the lion, gentleman would- 
confess when tho facts were elicited, that 
he had been badly "stuffed." The fiuts 
of the case worn that the steamer was 
mortgaged to a largo amount, and in 
order to cheat the mortgagee, 
the commander of the Teaser 
went to Seattle and cleared for 
Petrapolovski. The mortgagee loarning 
of these proceedings, secured advice, and 
sent a party in pursuit of the steamer 
with instructions to arrest her in what- 
ever waters they might find her. She waB 
discovered at l'ort Tongas and brought 
back to Victoria. The unfortunate man 
Henry Moore and others, tho pirates who 
had ran away with the steamer, had not 
stood their trial, but had cleared out and 
met their death at the hands of tho In- 
dians. There was no connection what- 
ever between tho detention of tho Teaser 
and the murder of the crew of the Sea- 
bird and when the inquiry was made even 
the mover would be compelled to acknow- 
ledge that his statements were unfounded. 

The resolution carried; committee to 
consist of Messrs. Baker, Anderson, Fry, 
McLeese and Humphreys. 

BINDING TENDERS. 
Mr. Beaven moved, seconded by Mr. 
Semlin — That an order of tho house be 
granted for a rotutn showing the tenders 
invited and received, and the contract 
awarded, for the binding of the journals 
and sessional papers, and other depart- 
mental work of a similar character, for 
the years 1880 and 1887. 

I'ho hon. ' mover said from the public 
accounts it appeared that no tenders had 
n asked f.>r since Itiou. Jlo though L 
it would bo in the interests of the public 
that tho information shoutd bo granted. 
In the binding of the revised statutes he 
thought tonders should bo invited and no 
favoritism shown. 
Carried.

Hon. T. Davio asked leave to introduce 
a bill intituled "an act to further amend 
tho 'Companies Act, 1878,' " 

Leave gaanted; bill read a first time; 
second reading Monday.

Berlin, March 22. —A memorial ser- 
vice in honor of the anniversary of the 
late Emperor William's birthday, which 
was held in the chapel of Charlottenberg 
palace bogau at 11 o'clock this morning. 
Emperor Frederick was present and re- 
mained throughout the service. He was 
dressed in full uniform with a military 
cloak about him, and wore his helmet and 
sword, and was decorated with all his 
orders. Ho appeared very well and look- 
ed every inch the Emperor. He sat 
alone in front of the imperial pew, the 
second form was empty, but the third 
form was occupied by three aids of the 
Emperor and Drs. McKenzie, Ho veil, and 
Wegener. Precaution had been taken to 
have tho chapel well warmed, which was 
crowded with officers and attendants of 
ths palace. After the service, which was 
exceedingly impressive, Emperor Fred- 
erick thanked Chaplain Sobrader for his 
beautiful sermon. The Empress Victoria 
also attended tho service. 

A deputation from the Russian Kaluga 
regiment which arrived yesterday was re- 
ceived to-day by the Emperor Frederick. 
The deputation was detained by a heavy 
snow storm.

Paris, March 22.— Gen. Fovrier will 
preside at the council which will sit to-mor- 
row to inquire into tho Boulangor affair.

FlosdN In KunMla. 

Odessa, March 22. — The floods are 
playing havoc here. The Dnieper river 
has overflowed the banks. Villages have 
boon deserted by the frightened inhabi- 
tants and aro isolated. Roads for miles 
about the streams are impassible except 
for rafts. The Senas tupol railway is com- 



pletely submerged and traffic over it has 
ceased. 

Tho situation throughout Hungary is 
appalling owing to the floods. Dykes at 
Bekes are rapidly giving way, and the 
town is doomed. Fifty more houses have 
collapsed siuco last reports, and many 
more ruined. At Zeniplin the floating 
ice has destroyed many houses, and all 
the country stores of corn and food are 
lost.

The debate on unrestricted reciprocity 
was continued by Messrs. Moncrietf, Bor- 
den, Sproule and Laurier. Skinner, Re- 
former, dropped a bomb shell into the 
Grit camp by declaring that he was utter- 
ly opposed to direct taxation. He did 
not believe in decrying his country, and 
had great faith in the future of Canada, 
Ho hoped that all the British possessions 
in America would unite with the Domin- 
ion.

The Kecent Blizzard. 

New York, March 22. — Tho steamship 
Eider, which arrived ■ here to-day from 
Bremen and Southampton, reports a tem- 
pestuous passage. Her commander says 
the blizzard which swept New York Mon- 
day week struck London tho same day 
and worked sad havoc among the shipping 
in the English channel. The Italian bark 
Beruade, from Alicauto for Cardiff, was 
wrecked on the Annal Island. The crew 
launched a boat, but it, having become 
entangled ii: the tackle, capsized and all 
but tho captain were lost, he having 
swam ashore. The bark Lady Dufferin 
was wrecked off Lizard, but her crow was 
roscued. Tho ship Serenia was wrecked 
at Homald, Isle of Wight. A lifeboat 
was sent to rescue the crew and succeeded 
in taking them off, but capsized. Two 
passengers and two of the crow were 
drowned. 

Important t'ase Ulsinlssed. 

The suits of the Banque France Egyp- 
tienno against J. Crosby Brown, Jesso 
Soligman and William Watts Sherman, 
bankers, as trustees of tho defunct New 
York, Boston and Montreal railway 
oheme, for the recovery of 80,250,000; 
and Edward Bischoffhoim, London banker 
against the trustees for the recovery of 
8917,182 advanced for the same purpose, 
were dismissed to-day by Judge Wallace 
in tho United States district court. 

▲ Pilot Hon! Sighted. 

The steamship Arabic which arrived 
to-day sighted a pilot boat one hundred 
and twenty miles off Sandy Hook on 
Tuesday, which may be the Phantom, 
The Encliantress has not yet been heard 
from.

Bismarck, Dale., March 22.— Reported 
floods in the upper Missouri Valley have 
gjjven alarm to the people along the stream 
I preparations to move out of low lands 
. '.being made by residents. Ac present, 
thf J section is having a cold wave which 
lias frozen the ice solidly to the banks. 

his fact does not decrease the prospect 
for a flood, as the river is low and the ico 
is as solid as iron. The break up of tho 
Yellowstone, which h*s already occurred, 
and floods of water from the mountains, 
have already formed gorges in the upper 
country, while here, nearly one thousand 
miles below, the ice is firm and not moved. 
It now looks as though the solid ice must 
bo carried by a succession of gorges. The 
river here is too low to carry it over the 
bars. 

Track Under Water. 

Camp Poplar River, Mont., March 22. 
— The great flood on the upper Missouri 
river does not abate. The water is the 
highest seen for many years, and the 
river is rising rapidly. Tho ice has broken 
at Galpin and is running fast. There is a 
large gorge at Culbanks, about ten miles 
above here, and another at Frenchman's 
Point, seren miles below. There is six 
feet of water on the railroad track at 
Wolf Point, and the bridges aro all 
washed out. All trains are delayed. The 
Milk river is also commencing to break 
up, and the country is flooded for forty 
iniloa around. Hundreds of cords of wood 
cut for river steamers are floating away. 
Cattle men and Indians will lose largo 
quantities of hay. The red men have all 
left tho lowlands and aro camped on hills 
and high grounds. Their farms are under 
four feet of water, and their fences swept 
away. There iB some loss of stock, and if 
the river gorges at this place the loss will 
be immense. 

Damage by Flood*. 

Woonsockbt, R. I., March 22.— The 
Cranberry Meadow dam one mile above 
East Blackstone, Mass., gave way during 
tho night causing two bad washouts on 
the Woonsocket division of the New 
York and Now England railway, besides 
carrying away other small dams and throe 
highway bridges. It is estimated that 
tho damage to tho railroad and highways 
will be 875,000. 

Shot In Mistake. 

Visalia, Cala., March 22. — Yesterday 
Gus Anderson, John Fox and ono Dickin- 
son wore out hunting on a dry creek, and 
observing some object crawling along bo- 
hind the rocks thought it was a lion. An- 
derson fired at what was supposed to bo 
another animal closo behind and Anderson 
fired again. The man then held up his 
hands and cried, "I surrender." Going 
to the place they found a boy who answers 
the description of John Arnold, and a 
man thought to bo Frank Bolingor, both of 
them prisoners who escaped from jail on 
Friday night. Bolingor was shot through 
the head and died in a few minutes.

Pierre, D.T., March 22.— News from 
Washington yesterday noting tho passage 
of Dawes' bill for tho division of tho Sioux 
reservation turned people hero wild. Cau- 
tions boomed and tho citizens turned out 
masse.

Regard you as ono of 
the chief benefactors to Dakota Torri 
tory."

Hon. J. H. Turner's bill to levy, asses.sJ 
.5ld collect taxes on property and income! 
. a lengthy document of twenty-foui' 
pages, the greater portion of which con- 
tains the necessary forms required by the 
Act, the different schedules, form of as- 
sessment roll and other matters for the 
guidance «f the assessor in the collection 
of taxes, and the sale of proporty where 
taxes are delinquent. Amongst the pro- 
porty exempted from taxation is all the 
land hold in trust for Her Majesty or for 
the public uses of the province; all the 
land in trust or for the use of any tribe 
of Indians; overy place of worship and 
land used in connection therewith, every 
burying ground or cemetery not exceed- 
ing five acres; every public school house, 
court house, gaol, lock-up, public 
hospital, with the land attached thereto, 
and the personal proporty belonging to 
each of them ; every literary society and 
mechanics' institute, any charitable, 
philanthropic or provident association 
which is or may bo registered under the 
Charitable Association Act, 1871, or any 
amendments thereof; the full or half pay 
of any person in Her Majesty's army or 
navy, the stipend or salary of any minis- 
ter of religion, the parsonage, whether oc- 
cupied or unoccupied, and if there be no 
parsonage then the dwelling house occu- 
pied by the clergyman, and the land at- 
tached theroto to the extent of ono acre. 
In railway assessment it is proposed to 
exempt temporary trestle-works, erected 
in lieu of filling cuts, and snow sheds. 
.Several sections of this bill are amend- 
ments of former Acts, which it is pro- 
posed to repeal, but such repeal shall not 
eirect the past operations of any of the 
acts repealed.

A public meeting of tho settlors of 
Albemi was held at tho Landing on the 
17th hist. , to take into consideration the 
best means to adopt in order to secure 
connection with the outer world. Mr. R. 
Pinkerton was appointed chairman and. 
Mr. G. A. Hull secretary. Tho meeting 
was addressed by several of the settlors, 
after which the following petition was 
drawn up and adopted, a copy thereof to 
bo presented to the Hon. Robert Duns- 
muir and to Hon. Forbes Geo. Vornon, 
chief commissioner of lands and works. 

Alisbkni, B.C., March 17th, 1888. 
The Hun. if. Du/nsmuir, Victoria: — 

Sir : —Wo the undersigned settlers of 
Albemi have heard with great satisfaction 
of the opening of tho coal mines at 
Comox, of the largo output of coal con- 
templated, and the consequent employ- 
ment of a great number of miners. On 
more than one occasion wo have drawn 
the attention of the Government, to our 
remote and isolated situation in this largo 
valley among tho mountains at the head 
of Barclay Sound and to the 
fact that the products of the 
place aro practically land-lockod for 
want of reliable communication with ex- 
isting markets. So far wo have appealed 
in vain for the establishment of stated 
steamboat service. Difficulties no doubt 
stand in the way of creating and main- 
taining any purely artificial means of 
transportation. Tho distance (140 miles) 
between Albemi and Victoria and the all 
but entire absence of settlement along the 
west coast between tho two points would 
tend to prevent any steamboat service 
from becoming sufficiently remunerative 
for a considerable period. At the same 
time, as wo came and HOttled hero, en- 
couraged by the representations of gov- 
ernment officials; as we are virtually help- 
less without government assistance, and 
as wo were led to believe that a way to 
market for our produce would be provided 
when tho occasion demanded, to the gov- 
ernment wo naturally and properly look 
to implement theno representations by 
tangible actions and provide some desirable 
outlet for the productions of the district. 
The present untoward state of affairs has 
already materially retarded the progress 
of the settlement and unless a remedy is 
speedily forthcoming the district generally 
,vill suffer serious and it may be irrepar- 
able injury. 

Whatever objections may be urged 
against granting a subsidy which would 
be required to be renewed from year to 
year,. no objection can possibly be made 
by any fair-minded person to extending 
the Beaver creek road to Coinox mines, 
liy this means two largo and promising 
Settlements would be connected and a 
steady market for the productions of tho 
whole district brought within reach. 
(The 1 15 settlors here, as above stated, 
aro in tho meantime without a market. ) 
We, therefore, pray in tho strongest 
manner that a road from Albemi to Co- 
mox mines bo opened up Immediately, 
and that a preliminary exploration with 
this object in view be made before vegeta- 
tion has advanced so far as to prevent a 
thorough and satisfactory examination of 
tho various possible passes being made. 

Signed by seventy votors of the dis- 
trict. 

Before the meeting adjourned a vote of 
thanks was proposed and passed to tho 
Rev. A. Dunn for his untiring energy and 
zeal on behalf of the welfare of the settle- 
ment. 

The secretary of tho mooting, Mr. G. A. 
Huff, was appointed a delegate to pro- 
coed to Victoria and present tho petition 
to the gentlemen named.

House wont into committee; Mr. Lad- 
nor in tho chair. 

Mr. Anderson moved, seconded by Mr. 
Higgius, that in the opinion of this com- 
mittee the Govornmont should take into 
consideration the advisability of appoint- 
ing a commission undtfr tho public aid act, 
1872, to inquire into the claims of F. B. 
McNamee A Co. 

Mr. Heaven said that F. B. McNamoe 
& Co. had got a irood thing out of their 
petition to the Dominion Government, 
bile they had no claim on tho province. 
Ho believed John Nicholson to bo an in- 
nocent, sufferer in the matter. F. B. Mc- 
Namoe it Co. had no claim for considera- 
tion though there were creditors in the 
province who had. The province had re- 
coived S50,000 more than was expended 
upon the clock. The Government was 
establishing a dangerous precedent in al- 
lowing this procedure. 

Hon Mr, Davie said that ho did not 
think that a committee of the house sug- 
gesting that a coin mission bo appointed 
was improper. The lion, leader of the 
opposition the other day had suggested a 
commission on very slight grounds to in- 
quire into irregularities in the late Vic- 
toria election. Ho thought tho petition 
of F. B. McNamee & Co. was worthy of 
consideration, and ho only trusted that 
the contention of the loader of the opposi- 
tion that McNamee & Co. had no claim, 
was correct. 

Mr. Heaven said that the government 
was allowing their supporters to tell them 
how to do their duty. 

'Mr. Anderson said tho government, hail 
nothing wuatover to do in the matter. He 
bud been asked by Mr. Nicholson for 
some time past to bring in the petition, 
and ho had done so. There was no one 
who would deny that Mr. Nicholson's 
claim was unpaid, and through no fault 
of his own ho was to-day a poor man. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that ho was 
surprised that the holl. leader ot the Op- 
position should suggest that tho govern- 
ment needed some one to tell them theii 
duty. If that lion, gentleman when di- 
recting the dry dock construction, had 
had some one beside him to tell him his 
duty, the present petition would not have 
been necessary. Tho dry dock business 
was tho worst muddle he had eve ■ known. 
Mr. Nicholson had a claim and should be 
paid. He supposed this government 
would have to pay this old debt of Mr. 
Beavon's government as they had to pay 
that of the plenipotentiary to England, 
Mr. Amor DeCosmos. 

Mr. Heaven said that if thu government 
knew the claims wore due, why did not 
they bringdown a proposition themselves, 
instead of suggesting to tho member for 
Soallieh to bring this petition into the house. 

Hon. Mr. Robsoh said the hem. leader 
of the opposition was decidedly unfair in 
his attempt to place the member for 
Saanieh in a wrong light. That lion, 
gentleman had boon inportunod by one 
of his constitutouts to bring the matter 
forward and had done so, and he had only 
followed the course pursued almost every 
session. TIib hull, member had merely 
exercised bis right as a private member 
and introduced the petition. He was 
surprised at tho action of tiio noil, leader 
of the opposition in endeavoring con- 
tinually to curtail the privileges of private 
members. 

After considerable further discussion, 
the resolution was reported to the house 
and received. 

1'UlLll' WOOl.J.AC'OTT. 

Mr. Fry moved, seconded by Mr. Duck 
— That a select committee be appointed 
to enquire and report to the house what 
reasons existed for the dismissal of Philip 
Woollacott from the public service in or 
about the year 1878. 

The hop. movpr said as Mr. Woollacott 
was an applicant again for government 
service, it was desirable that the reasons 
which caused his dismissal from otlice 
should become known. 

The resolution carried, and Messrs. 
Duck, Ladiier, Anderson, Mason and Fry 
were appointed tho committee. 

IJIIKSTIONS. 

Mr. Higgins asked the Minister of Fi- 
nance: Is tho tax on personal property 
imposed for Provincial purposes within 
the corporate limits pf the city of Van- 
couver; and if not, why not? 

Ans. No; the matter will bo the sub- 
ject of legislation this session, 

Mr. Higgins asked the Acting Attorney 
General : Has the gqyomraant repre- 
sented to the Dominion government the 
necessity for stationing one of the County 
Court judges on Vancouver Island ? if so, 
what answer, has been received / 

Ans — Yes; no further Assurance has 
been given than that two additional 
county court judges will bo stationed on 
tho mainland. 

House adjourned.

LONGER HOURS. 



To THE Editor;— -A discussion relating 
to tho public schools appears to bo at 
hand. Allow mo to suggest that physical 
training .iltoultl he madu a part of the school 
cwrkuli/m, particularly of tlioso schools 
having a largo number of pupils. In car- 
rying out this recommendation, benefit en 
the country as well as to the individual 
should bo held in viow. It will ho ad- 
mitted, that sooner or later Canada will 
have to dofond herself, particularly if hIio 
is ambitious to become one of the nations 
upon the earth. Hor system of education 
then ought to bo in part military, and 
perhaps naval, leaving out. just now ono 
of groat importance, industrial teaching, 
a subject too long for thiB noto. With 
this object iu viow, lot elementary mili- 
tary exercises — single stick, the use of 
defonsivo weapons, in short "drill" and 
so forth -be compulsory. It may bo lie i- 
essary to have a teaahor for this purpose. 
In Victoria this can o.isily be obtainod, 
and no ono will bo able to say it is intro- 
ducing sectarianism. Lot the boys or- 
ganize cricket, baseball, or other 
parties. Physically 3uch things will do 
thorn and tho country a yreat deal of 



good, and induce the pupils to carry 
themselves, upright instead of as at pres- 
ent —slouching and slovenly. Morally, 
too, it will do them good, as it will teach 
them to command their temper and to 
conduct themselves toward each other in 
a "gentlemanly' 1 (excuse tho torm) man- 
ner, and pay more respect, outside the 
schoolroom, to their teachers also. Any- 
one may follow out the idea. Let edu- 
cation ho for tho benefit of the country as 
well as tho individual— that is to say 
make it more generally advantageous to 
both for their present and their future. 

Of course tho young ladies are not to 
bo omitted. Calisthenics for them, and 
teach them how to be nico, and to do or- 
dinary labor. Matrons can speak with 
more authority about this. 

Tho question of "long" or "short" 
hours others may discuss, but if "school 
hours" bo increased ill number, let part 
of the increase at all events bo devoted to 
physical training. Too much brain work 
is bad. Muscle and intellect must be fos- 
tered, if it be intended to make boys cap- 
able by and byo of defending their coun- 
try, and earning their own living in a 
province where more muscle than brain is 
required for this purpose. J. H.
